RETURNED FROM CUBA. 

What the Subeoiuaiittee of the Sen. 

nte Has to Say After a Visit 
lo the Islaiiil. 

\Vashiii{rton, April 2 .— The subcom- 
mittee of the senate, consisting’ of 
Senators Platt, of Connecticut, Al- 
drich and Teller, which went to Cuba 
for the pur|)ose of personally investi- 
gating conditions on the island, with 
a view to intelligent action by con- 
gress with respect to Cuba, has re- 
turned to Washington. Senator Platt, 
chairman of the sulK'onimittec, au- 
thorized the following statement con- 
cerning the siil>cominit tec's observa- 
tions: 

“We in«)uired, as carefully and coni- 
ph'tely as w<* could with the limited 
time at our disposal, into the condi- 
tion of the people of the island, their 
needs and the prospect of the esta'o- 
lishnient of an indeiHTiident, satisfac- 
tory and stable government by and 
for the p<*ople of Culia. We were in 
Havana in all flve days. We also vis- 
it«*«l the provinces of Pinar del llio. 
Matanzas and Sant.i Clara, being un- 
able to go to Santiago ami Puerto 
Prinei|K*, as we very iiiiirh wished. 
\^e saw ami conversed with a great 
many jironiinent and leading men 
from all jKirtions of the island, men 
who represcntt*tl diffen nt ideas and 
interests, from intense <*onservatisni 
to decidt*<l radicalism, and return with 
a much liottcr undei*standing of the 
problem lo be solveii and the steps to 
lie taken in its solutinn than wx* could 
I>ossibly obtain olherwist* than by a 
I>ersonal visit. 

**It may 1 h* said of all ela.'-scs in Cu- 
lia, that tliey are looking to the < s- 
tablishment of an indt'pt'mieni gov- 
ernment, a Cnhan republic. ,\ few 
are impatient and wish for immediate 
and complete independenee. Others 
are less iin]Kttient. lH*lieving that siifli- 
eient time should be taken to avoid 
mistakes and to s<*t up the new gov- 
ernment U]M)n such a firm b:isis as 
!o insure its sneeess ami jK-rnianenee. 
•Ml are looking forward to the mu- 
nieipal elections that are to take place 
in the latter imrt of Ma.v. reganiing 
such elections as the first step to- 
ward the cstalilishnicnt of the new 
government. Much will de|M*nd upon 
the result of these eleelioiis. If they 
take place without dislurbaiiee and 
good oflicials are elected, that will go 
far, to p:-ove the capacity of the p«*o- 
l»le for .'.*lf-governmeii1, and steps 
can 1h* taken witlu*ut great delay for 
ftirlher jirogrcss in that direction. 
The problem is eomplieatecl by the 
fact that self-government is an un- 
trieil exiK*rlment, by a |>eoj)Ie wh'j 
have had little oji|)ortunity to study 
its principles or its iletjiils. its neet s- 
sitie.s, or its responsibilities. Many 
rif the more conservative citiziuis ami 
•luisiness men, unfortunately, show 
too much disiKTsition lo bob! aloof. 

“There are great possiliilities in the 
island. It is fertile, has great nat- 
ural resources and is eapxible of sup- 
porting a population four or five 
times larger than it nnmlK*rs at pre.s- 
eiiT. t)n the whole then* has lK*en 
marvelons.PreiijK’ration sinef* the dec- 
laration of |K*aee, but it needs Auier?- 
ean capitalists among its entcrpri.scs. 
which hesitate as y«*1 to go there 
English and GeriiMii «*apital seems 
more eonfiilent and is being investeii. 
Surely our own people ought to have 
as mueh confideiiee in the future of 
Cul« as foreigners have. On the whole 
we were much pleased and encour- 
aged. The people of the riiiteil Stales 
and of (’iilia should alike exercise pa- 
tience. being assured that thereby 
progress will 1 h* most certain,**

New- A'ork, .April 1. — A dispatch 

from Pretoria says: Gen. Louis Hot ha 
has lx*en appointed to succeed Gen. 
Joubert as commander-in-chief of the 
Transvaal forces. 

London. .April 1. — E\'en the details 
of the engagement Friday at Karce 
Siding station, a few miles south of 
Brandfort, fail to instill much inter- 
est. It aiqiears to liave been a one- 
sided affair, although the Boers stout- 
ly held th«*ir ground against ;i force 
three or four times their size for 
three hours, when, foreseeing the 
danger of the British exivalry en- 
veloping their flank, the burghers 

withdrew in goo<l order on their 
m:pn body at Brandfort, whieh. ac- 
cording to Lord JlolH*rts, they se«*m 
later to hsive decided to relimpiish 
with the view, doubtless, of occupying 
a prcpare<l position farther north. 

Kroonstad, Orange Free State, Fri- 
day, .March 30 , — Gen. Smuts Friday 
engageil the British at Mafetkop, 
.south of Brandfort, and held them at 
l)ay for six hours. The burghers 
fouglit welJ. The causualties are un- 
known, 

'I'he Free Stat;* Baad will assemble 
at Kroonslad .April 2. 

Loudon. .April 2. — The following 
dispatch has b«*cn received from 
Bushman Kop. dated Sat uniay, March 
31 : 

"The British force commanded by 
Coi. Broaihvood, consisting of the 
Tenth Hussars, Household (*avalry, 
two horse battCT’ics and a force of 
mounted infantry under (*ol. Pilcher, 
which had been garrisoning Thaba 
-\chu, was obliged, in oouseqiienee of 
the near ajiprojieh of a large force of 
Boers to b'Hve last night. 

“Col. Broadwood marelufl to the 
Bbicmfontein waterworks, south of 
the M odder, where he en<*ainj)ed at 4 
this morning. -At early dawn the 
.omp was shelU*4l by the ci'-*u:v from 
a near ]»oin1. Col. Broadwood sent 
oil « convoy with the batteries while 
tile rest of the force renuiineil to act 
at; rear g,:ard. 

“Till* foin.-j-, arrived at a deeji spru- 
it, where the Boers were eoiieealed, 
and the entire IkkIv walked int«i am- 
b-iish and was e:iplure<l, togetlier 
with six guns. The loss of life was 
not gn*:il since most of the British 
had walkcil into the trap lx*fore a 
shot was tired. 

“G<*n. Colville's division which left 
Bloenifoutrin early this morning ar- 
rived here at noon and he is now 
iilielling the Boers." 

Lord llokerts* own report of llie 
affair, if yet rcceivi'd by the war of- 
fice. has ncjt yet been ])ublislied and 
no account of the affair is available 
to the public <*xecpt the dispatch 
from Bushm:’ii Kop.' Nothing can be 
saul. therefore, regarding the exact 
extent of the British misfortune. Ev- 
idently Col, Broadwood thought it 
necessary to retrect in liaste from 
Thaba Nelui, as he marched all 
through Friday night, apjiarently fol- 
lowed i*y a considerable force of the 
c'letny. The convoy and gu^s had to 
jKiss through a deep spruit whicJi the 
Boers had occupied. Six of 12 gums, 
comprising two batteries, all the wag- 
ons ami, it is feared, many men, fell 
I into the hands of Boers, whose dar- 
ing. displayed so near P>lo<*infontcin, 
shows tliat they are rajiidly recov- 
ering heart after their rcs-ent re- 
verses. 

The hope is expressed h<*re that 
I Gen. Colville will recover the convoy 
anil guns but this is hardly likely in 
such a diflieiilt country, and it is 
probable that the next news will be 
ttiat, after a stiff fight. Gem ('olville 
lias extrieatcil (*ol. Broadwood from 
his diifieiilt iMisition, but failed to re- 
trieve the disustcf. 

(treat things a-e expected by the 
Boers of the new eommander-in-chief, 
(ien. Botha, who las imide his rejnita- 
tion wholly during the jiri'sent eam- 
jKiign. Foreign oflicers serving with 
tJu* B<x*rK liJive expressed surprise at 
his clever taeties. 

'Phe proof of eontinuiiig Boer ac*- 
tivity in the Free State will eoin]x*l 
greater eireuiusiH*etion on the jKtrt 
of the Britisli aud will probably de- 
lay the march of Lord Uoberts north- 
ward. 

Detailed accounts of the fight at 
Karee Siding estimate the Boer forces 
variously from 3 ,(MHi to 5.000 men. 

Lord .Methuen has issneil the fol- 
lowing notification at Kimbi-rley: 
•‘I have received instructions that if
